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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 2 claims a method of further detecting the particle size after the first 
applying step. The first applying step is detecting the particle size. This is unclear. 

Ciaim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 6.8,9,15,17 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Vanell. 

Vanell teaches a method of dispersing agglomerates in slurry used during CMP 
comprising applying to the slurry a cavitation field of sufficient level to disperse 
agglomerates above a predetermined size prior to using the slurry, setting an energy 
level according to particle size prior to the applying step, the energy levels determined 
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by inducing microcavitation with particles of a known size, (col. 8, lines 7-21). Vemell 
also teaches a reservoir, 101 ,102, containing a transducer, 105, to produce a cavitation 
field within the reservoir, (col. 9, line 48-col. 10, line 8). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 7,16 and 19 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 1,3-5 and 10-14 are allowed. 

Claim 2 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Andreas was cited to show another example of chemical 
mechanical polishing.
